Claims 1-3 and 5-9 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest a method for forming a consumable 
electrode from metal chip scraps comprising the claimed steps including vacuum-thermal 
degassing the particles at a temperature in the range of 550-650 deg C and vacuum pressure of 
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about 5xlO(-3) mm of mercury for a time in the range of 1-2 hours, and maintaining said vacuum 
pressure while the particles cool to about 200 degrees C, and then cooling the particles to about 
ambient temperature. Applicant has found these operating parameters to provide greatest effect 
of gas dirt removing and chip scrap surface microhardness lowering.
